Grain in Storage 


Statistics Show Increéase of 3,524,851 
Bushels. 


According to returns received at 
the Dominion bureau of statistics for 
the weck cnding Nov. 26, 1920, the 
quantity of grain in store at the dif- 
ferent public elvators throughout 
Canada has increased by 3,524,851 
bushels in all grains as compared 
with the previous week. Wheat 
shows an increase of 413,311 bushels; 
oats, 2,536,099 bushels; barley, 330,812 
bushels; flax, 206,450 bushels; and 
rye, 38,179 bushels. 

The total of stocks in store at all 
elevators, given in bushels, is as fol- 


lows: Wheat, 49,988,635; oats, 15,- 
709,634; barley, 3,576,681; flax, 2,- 
627,747; rye, 477,943. 


In the western country elevators an 
increase is shown of 4,127,751 bushels 
in all grains. Increases are shown 
in' wheat of 1,898,355 bushels; oats, 
1,546,274 bushels; barley, 491,848; and

Profit in Beef Cattle 


Market Requirements Much Higher 
Than in Former Years. 


‘The feeeding of becf cattle for the 
market has become a special line of 
work, which requires a high grade of 
skill and thorough understanding of 
the feeding values of different ma- 
terials used in the production of beef, 
ag well as an appreciation of the re- 
quirements of animal nutrition and 
shrewd business ability. Without 
these pre-requisites the feeder is 
doomed to receive very small returns 
for his labor. The market require- 
ments for beef at present are much 
higher than in former years. It is 
necessary, therefore, in order to ob- 
tain prices which will pay the feeder 
for his time and outlay, to produce a 
herd of cattle as nearly ~uniform as 
possible in appearance and quality, 
with a high market finish and sym- 
metrical development, particularly in 
those parts which yield high-priced 
cuts in which the profits lie for the 
butcher.

The final yield per acre esti- 
mated for this year was 11.2 bushels 
as against 85 in 1919. The aggre- 
gate yield amountéd to 113,135,000 
bushels as compared with 89,993,000 
in 1919, 

There was an increase in eat acre- 
age of 269,000 acres, as compared 
with 1919. The yicld last year was 
23.5 bushels, and thisy year was 27.7 
bushéls. The aggregate production 
of oats this year was 141,549,000 -bus- 
hels, as compared with 112,156,000 in 
1919. 

Barley showed an increase of 27,- 
000 acres, and an increase in yield 
per acre from 18.2 bushels in 1919 
to 20.2 bushels in 1920. The aggre- 
gate production was 8,970,000 bushels 
in 1919 to 10,501,000 in 1920. 

Flax showed an increase of 210,000 


acres. ‘The yield per acre was the 
same this year as last, but the.ag- 
gregate production ‘was 5,479,000 


bushels, as compared with 4,489,000 
bushels in 1919, 

There was a falling off of 18,000 
acres sown to rye this year as com- 
pared with last year, but the yicld 
per acre went up from 10.5 bushels 
in 1919 to 13.8 bushels in 1920, 

Referring to the growth of dairy- 
ing products he‘showed that - their 
total value in 1919 was $16,769,000, 
and in 1920, $20,043,000. 

Livestock in the provipce shows a 
decline over last year, cattle and 
horses dropping off nearly 200,000, 
while swine dropped 200,000. 


Saskatchewan Has Surplus 


Amoynts to $1,934,625, Greatest in 
History of Province. 


In presenting his budget speech to 
the provincial legislature, Hon. C. A. 
~| Dunning, provincial treasurer, report- 
ed/a surplus of $1,934,625, the great- 
est in the history of the province. 

“Phere is the money, what are we 
going to do with it?” asked Mr. Dun- 
ning. “I don’t like a surplus, but it 
is better than a deficit.” 

He said the government thought it 
time to look around and see in what 
way it might further assist the peo- 
ple of the province by grants and 
by reduction of taxes. ‘The govern- 
ment had deterinined to propose that 
the supplementary revenue tax be 
abolished. This tax was first impos- 
ed in 1907, and amounted to a levy 
of one cent an acre on all land in the 
province outside of cities and towns. 
The proceeds have been devoted to 
educational purposes. 

After deducting $133,529 for value 
of stocks on advances, there remain- 
ed a net cash surplus of $1,801,095. 
Mr. Dunning did not believe it ‘was 
the duty of a government to accum- 
ulate surpluses. In explaining the 
surplus, he pointed out that at the 
last session the government vot- 
ed out of the consolidated fund $9,- 
198,000 for administratiofT The 
government spent only $8,225,913. 
It still had on hand $972,000. On top 
of this a greater amount of revenue 
had been received than the estimates 
had provided.

This compares favorably with | 
the 1919 statistics, when the figure 
was $1,452,437,500, and with 1918, 
when the total estimated value was 
$1,372,935,970. The bureau = statcs 
that the final returng publighcd in 
January next, may show valucs less 
than those now cstimated.

New Trial Ordered In Nickle Case | nothing to do with public safety; as 


Judgment by Mr. Justice Walsh, in 
the trial of Stanton A. Nickle, against 
whom a charge of manslaughter waa 
laid in the supreme court, following 
the deathe of Mrs. W. Campbell, who 
was struck by an automobile driven 
oy Nickle in Calgary, early in August, 
has been over-ridden by a judgment 
of the sapreme court of Alberta, hand- 
ed down Wednesday. 

The appeal lodged by the attorney- 
general’s department, on the ground 
that if Justice Walsh’s charge to the 
jury did not contain a proper inter- 
pretation of the law governing the 
case was allowed a new trial was 
granted. 

As a result of this decision, Nickle 
will again be placed on trial, on a 
manslaughter charge, when the whole 
case will be gane over again and all 
evidence reproduced. 

Mr. Justice Beck dissented. 

The crown do not consider it neces- 
sary to immediately re-arrest Nickle, 
but he will be compelled to enter into 
bonds for the same amount for his ap- 
pearance at the next court of compet- 
ent jurisdiction to stand his trial for 
the killing of Mrs. Campbell. 

Hon. Mr. Justice Beck, who did not 
concur in the course of his judgment 
said: “Assuming that being intoxica- 
ted while driving an automobile 20 
miles an hour on the highways was an 
unlawful act on the part of the accus- | 
ed within the statutory definition of | 


manslaughter, it is clear to me for the | while the accused was charged with 


reason I have already indicated that 
the unlawful act must be related to 
the killing by the way of cause and 
effect, and consequently that the lear- 
ned trial judge was right in telling the 
jury the bald fact of driving an auto- 
mebile 20 miles an hour, plus the ad- 
mitted killing, was not sufficient to jus- 
tify conviction. There must be some 
thing more, and in the circumstances 
of the present case, that something 
more must be negligence on the part 
of the accused and the learned judge 
directed his jury fully upon the aspect 
of the case. 

“Having the view of the law which 
1 have expressed, I think the judge’ 
charge was unexceptionable, and in 
deed, excellent; whereas had his mind 
been directed to a consideration of a 
question whether a breach of the par 
ticular provisions of the provincial 
statute relating to motor vehicles con 
stitute an illegal act, and he had om 
itted to direct them upon that question 
he might easily 
jury. 

“In my opinion, therefore, 
peal of the crown should be dismis 
sed.” 

Judgment of Mr. Justice Ives, Was 
in part as follows; “ In the case at bar 
the unlawful acte are prohibited only 
by the provisions of the Motor Vehicle 
Act dealing with intoxication and with 
speed.

“So that it would seem to me that 
we must in every case examine the 
statute which makes the act unlawful. 
If we find by the nature of the act 
prohibited that the purpose of the pro- 
vision is public safety, then it should 
be held that a breach of that statute is 
an unlawful act within the meaning of 
the term as used in section 252 of the 
Criminal Code. 

“There is evidence here pointing to 
intoxication and to excessive. speed. 
In either case, “the unlawful act” con- 
sists of two elements. It is not a 
question whether one of the elements 
brought about the homicide, but whe- 
ther in fact, both elements were pre- 
sent. If they were and it is for the 
jury to decide, then the homicide must 
have resulted from an unlawful act, 
and the defendant was guilty of man- 
slaughter. 

“IT would therefore, answer the 
questions reserved in the affirmative, 
and order a new trial.” 

In the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Stuart, who pronounced in favor of a 
new trial for Nickle, it is stated that 
the occasions in which the Crown has 
asked to have an acquittal on a crim- 
inal charge set aside and the accused 
tried again for the same offence have | 
been fortunately rare. This was done 
twice in the Alberta courts, however. 

“The crown took the position that 


the unlawful act of negligent furious 
driving, and thus guilty of manslaugh- 
ter, still, aside from negligence altoge- 
ther, the crown stated that he was | 
guilty of certain other unlawful acts | 
by which he killed the deceased, 80 that 
whether he was negligent or not, he | 
was still guilty of manslaughter. 
These other three ‘unlawful acts’, 
which the crown charge were viola- | 
tions of the Motor Vehicle Act, name:y 
operating an automobile while intox- 
icated, operating it at a speed great- 
er than was reasonable 

“As the accused was acquitted by | 
the jury,” it is stated in the judgment | 
“we must assume that they refused to 
find the accused guilty of negligence 
With that finding this court is, of cour- 
se, quite unable to interfere. No at 


fere with it 

“What the crown says before use is) 
this; The judge should have told the | 
jury that if the accused was, in fact | 
drunk when he drove the automobile | 
against the deceased, then, even 
though they (the jury) might think | 


with reasonable care (which of course 
is a possible thing,) still they should 
convict him of manslaughter, because | 
in driving an automobile while drunk 
he was guilty of an unlawful act.”

“In my opinion there ‘can be no 
question, where we find a statute pass- 
ed obviously to protect the members of 
the public from danger, from the dan- 
ger of bodily injury and where that 
statute for that purpose forbids the 


doing of a certain act, the act 
if done contrary to the statute is such 
an unlawful act as is contemplated by 
section 252 of the Criminal Code. 

“In my opinion what has occurred, 
is this: The legislature have declared 
by statute, in effect, that it is not 
safe in the public interest to permit 
a man to drive an automobile when 
drunk, or at a speed greater than 20 
miles an hour. The legislature has 
in effect declared that those two-ac‘s 
are negligent acts and they have in 
effect taken it out of the power of the 
jury to say that a man may commit 
them and still be considered reasonab. 
ly carefuly and go free therefor, even 
if he does harm someone.” 

“In my opinion the unlawful act al. 
leged was a single one with respect to 
each violation. That is we cannot Bbe- 
parate the driving of an automobile 
while drunk into two distinct acts., 
(1) being drunk and (2) driving the 
car, and say that as it was not merely 
by the first that the death resulted, 
there was no guilt. The act forbid- 
den is “driving an automobile while 
drunk. If by that act whether spec:. 
fically in consequence of the drunken- 
ness or not the death was caused 1 
think the act comes within sec. 262 

“Similarly driving a car at a speed 
over 20 miles an hour is a single act. 
I think it is not open to the defence to 
contend that it must be shown that it 
was in consequence of the existence of 
the unlawful ingredient in the act, viz, 


the excessive speed, that the deceased | 


was killed, before the accused could be 
convicted .”” 

“I would therefore order new trial. 
If as a result of any second trial, the 
accused is again acquitted, it ought, 
I think, to be considered by the Crown 
whether it should not in fairness 
bear the expense of the accused on the 
second trial. The chief justice of On- 
tario has recently expressed the opin- 
ion that Crown should pay the costs 
of an accused where he is acquitted, 
even on the first trial. However that 
may be. I think there would be 
the very strongest ground for such a 
request on his part, if the accused is 
again acquitted.”
